ACROSS THE RIO GRANDE, 


Official Report ef Colonel Shafter. 


GALVESTON, October 23,—There is no 
truth in the reports telegraphed from 
the Rio Grande yesterday that Shafter’s 
and Bullis’s commands had met witha 
disaster in Mexico. Both commands 
haye returned to the American side of 
the river without loss. The expedition 
was unsuccessful, owing to the fact that 
the Indians had been warned of Bul- 
lis’s pursuit and egcaped. I'welve horses 
and two mules, which had been stolen 
from the American side of the river, 
were recaptured. 

A small body of Mexican cavalry 
kept upon the trail-and in sight of the 
command during their march from the 
Sau Diego river to the Rio Grande, but 
made no Cflensive demonstrations. 

SHAFTER’S OFFICIAL REPORT, 

Col. Shafter’s officiai report of the 
late raid into Mexico is as toliows: 

Crossing of the Rio Grande, Oct. 1.-To Adjt 
Gen. Taylor, San Antonis: On Wednesday,Sept 
<6.\b, information having been received of the 
locationolt the camp of Lipan Indians, acting 
under previous insiructious, Lieutenant Bullis, 
with a detachment of sixty cavalry under Lieu- 
tenant Pheips, and of the tenth cavalry under 
Lieu. euapvt Leyburn, and the Seminole scouts. 
9l menin all, erossed the Rio Grande and 
started forthe camp. On Thursday night they 
roached the vicinity of Remolino, where Bullis 
expected to meetan I:1dian trader with whom 
arrangements bad been made to conduct him 
tothe camp. The Mexican who had agreed to 
guide Builisto the camp had notified the In- 
diaus that Bullis wasin pursuit of them, so aj! 
property that was not disposed of was destroy- 
ed. Foursquaws and one boy were captured, 
with 12 horses and 2 mules. I was at Lieutenant 
Bullis’ camp on the Rio Grande when he started, 
and asthe Indian camp was reported to have 40 
men and was close to a town with Mexican sol- 
diers in it, I notificd him I would be with a force 
of cavalry at the head of the San Diegoon Sat ~ 
day morning, so as to helpin case he hada /; 
wounded. On the nightof the 28th, I crossed 
with seven companies, reaching the head oi the 
San Diego about 10 o’clock, I remained there al] 
day and nightand next morning learned that 
Lieutenant Bullis had come during the 
night and camped about two miles higher up the 
stream. Discovering a party of from fifty to 
seventy-five Mexican cavalry following toward 
the head of the river on his trail, a bugle-cal) 
was sounded and in a few minutes Lieut Bullis 
made his appearance, he hav.ng discovered them 
atthesame timeldid. He started for the Rio 
Grande in haste. My companies were soon 
formed, and the line of march was taken up on 
our returb, one company of cavairy being put 
out in the direction of the Mexicans asa rear 
guard. As the Mexicans were about a mile dis 
teut and mave no effort to interfere with us and 
being insignificant in numbers as compared 
with my own force,1 did not feel authorized to 
attack them. They followed in our rear for a 
few miles, and then disappeared The horses 
and mules captured are nearly all American 
stock. Some belong near Fort Clark, and were 
captured last winter. I crossed aboutla m at 
the point where Lieutenant Bullis startet on his 
scout, halt way between the Pecos and Devil's 
river.

Stephens said, jocularly: “He is not 
the fire-eater some suppose, as is 
evinced in the judgment and wisdom 
embodied in the new constitution of 
Georgia, which was mainly bis work.

MR. TOOMBS INTERVIEWED. 

A reporter of the Gazette had a 
lengthy conversation upon political 
topics with General Tvuombs. He said 
the democratic party should sustain 
Mr. Hayes for his maintenance of their 
principles. He released South Caroli- 
na and Louisiana, and in so doing it 
was no new policy, but simply carry.ng 
out what the democratic party had for 
years contended for. It was the whole 
duty of the south to sustain the presi- 
dent.

They wish to govern the south 
by the hatred of the north, while Mr- 
Hayes proposes to govern the country 
honestly and fairly and will restore na- 
tionality to the union. They propose 
to govern the country by a section, 
while Hayes proposes to govern by the 
whole country. The radical leaders 
will discover they cannot govern the 
south as they propose, but we will go 
together and support a national gov- 
ernment. General Toombs said he 
was not “reconstructed,” but conform~ 
ed. Although he had lost a million of 
dollars and between three and four 
hundred slaves: by the war, he

slavery if he could. He further said 
that he had never uttered the foolish 
saving attributed to him, that he would 
call the rol} of his slaves on Bunker 
Hill, It was, like thousands of other 
statements attributed to him, a lie. He 
was tired of contradicting the story. He 
had done so repeatedly in the senate, 
and in other wavs, but the story was 
still circulated. Only a few days ago 
he was compelled to write to the presi- 
dent of Brown university, asking him 
upon what authority he madesuch a 
statement, and he denounced the au- 
thorof the slander. General Toombs 
said he was impotent against the lies of 
a portion of the press. It is astonish- - 
ing that people would believe the silly 
stories circulated about him. His fath~ 
er had been a colonel in the revolution- 
ary army, and had caused him to be 
thoroughly educated in this country 
and in Europe, and had reared him as 
agentleman. He had not entered pub- 
lic life until he was thirty-four years 
of age, and his record was well known 
and the public should discredit these 
continued reports of silly utterances 
attributed to him. He said he was 
not the man to say such things. As to

‘he thought that John A. Campbell, of 


Louisiana, the greatest lawyer, without 
any exception, on the continent, should 
be restored to the bench, from which 
he had retired at the beginning of the 
war. There is no man more fit for the 
place in all the land, and it would be a 
most happy thing todo. Gen. Toombs 
said Mr. Hayes’s title was not to be 
questioned or inquired into. Good 
things come out of irregular revolu- 
tions, and it does not become the south 
to inquire into the title of Mr. Hayes 
to the presidency. He isa great deat 
better man than Tilden. The general 
said he had voted for neither. While 
he could not vote for Hayes, he being 
a republican, he could not vote for Til- 
den because he had been a Van Buren 
man in 1848.

ARCHBISHOP BA LEY. 

The death of this distingushed pre- 
late, which took plece at Newark, N.J., 
on vesterday,wil! cast a gloom over the 
country that will not be restricted 
within sectarian lines; for while his 
tield was particularly in. the Catholic 
church, yet his love, his charity, his 
zeal for the conversion of fallen man, 
and for the relief of the poor and the 
friendiess, are traits tijat belong to 
humanity, and are claimed by all. As 
@ pulpit orator he possessed rare powers 
of persuasion; as a man of letters he 
was welcomed in every circle, while 
his administrative qualities are best 
attested by the flourishing condition in 
which he leaves the iniamense arch- 
diocese over which he presided. 

The deceased archbishop was born ip 
New York in 1814, and was conse- 
quently in the sixty third year of his 
age. He wasa member of one of the 
old New York families, ‘and was edu- 
cated for the ministry of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. He émbraced Ca- 
tholicism in 1842, and entered the Sul- 
pician seminary, Paris, where he was 
educated for the priesthood. He was 
ordained priest and returned to the 
United States in 1844. Tle served for 
several years as sec:etary 'o Archbishop 
Hughes, of New York, and was made 
bishop of Newark, N. J., in N53. He 
vave great attention to his diocese, and 
its increase in churches, institutions of 
learning and in numbers ‘under his ad- 
ininistration was considered remarka~ 
ble. He wrote ‘and published an inter 
esting jife of Archbishop: Hughes, and 
also a life of Bishop Bruno. 

The people of the diocese of Newark, 
withoat regard to sect, respected Bishop 
Bayley for his consistent:piety and for 
his exertions in behalf of the poor and 
distressed. On the death Arche 
bishop Spalding Bishop Bayley was 
appointed by Pope Pius IX. archbishop 
of Baltimore and primate of the Amer- 
ican church, although he reqaested 
that he be not removed from Newark, 
as he was “too vid atree to be trans- 
planted.” He was instalied in this high 
uttice on Uctober 15, 1872, at the cathe- 
dral, in Baltimore, with impressive cer 
emonies. After taking the oath of his 
office Archbishop Bayley delivered an 
address, which was largely devoted to 
the evils of naturalism, and the neces- 
sity of zeal on the’ part of Catholics to 
oyercome the tendency iof the age to 
that and other errors. He alluded in 
feeling terms to his preilecessors, Kc- 
cleston, Kendrick, Spalding and others, 
aud said that in assuming the high 
position to which he had been called 
he felt like the great Pobe Dalmatius, 
when he would not have his body 
placed amidst the martyrs in the cata- 
combs, feeling that he was unworthy 
that mingle with 
then, | 

The new archbishop began at once 
an active administration: of his arch- 
diocese, and his learning, energy and 
zeal awakened the respeét and love of 
the people of this state belonging to 
his church, and the regard and esteem 
vf all others. Unfortunately, however, 
nis health began to fil, and for the 
past four years he has been more or 
less disabled by the mysterious malady 
with which he was ajfilicted from dis- 
charging the duties ot his station. He 
was contined to his room the greater 
part of the time the past year, aud 
physicians whum he consulted differed 
in their diagnosis of his disease. What- 
ever the cause, his nervous system was 
thoroughly shaken, and he suffered 
under seyere depression of spirits. 
Feeling that his death was a question 
of a brief time, he recuested Pope 
Pius 1X to appoint Bishop Gibbons, of 
Richmond, his coadjutor, to attend to 
the affairs of the diocese and succeed 
him as archbishop at his death. His 
request was complied with. This sum- 
mer Archbishop Bayley sought relief at 
the famous Vichy springs, in France, 
but there being no improvement in 
his condition, he returned to the home 
to which he was so Warmly attached at 
Newark, where he 1emained up to his 
death. : 

Bishop Gibbons, of Richmond, suc- 
ceeds to the archiepiscdépal see, and 
will probably be installeu next month. 
He is worthy to follow in the footsteps 
of those who have preceded him. He 
is &@ man of enlarged views, extensive 
scholarly attainments, endowed with 
great zeal, and wila undoubtedly make 
his mark in the history ot the Catholic 
church,

I stated in the outset that in selecting 
a field, (for I always sow a field —nota 
patch,) 1 always desire one with wate) 
in it; this is for the benefit of stock 
| when in pasture—for the pasturage is 
'one very great perquisite of the oat 
‘crop, and a pasture without water 
constantly accessible, is very poor 
property; in fact unless there is a4 
stream-or a weil witb a large trough, lL 
should never use that field asa pasiure. 

I prefer to 
SOW OATS AFTER COTTON, 
for I have learned that sowing after corn 
you greatly hazard your oat crop—say 
ing nothing of how much care and 
labor you give in 
Would you take up all the corn-stalks, 
yrass and weeds by the roots and burn 
them ? I guess not. Then if you will 
; not, don’t sow oats after corn, for these 
'are great obstacles to a stand of oats— 
so great that your smootber world not 
‘remedy it; the result is that your oats 
are not in the ground, and a freez: like 
| last winter wili kill them out and ruin 
yoar crop, while the oats in cotton land 
can be put into a uniform depth, 
smoothed nicely, and would be but 
little hurt by the cold, 

I said I run a deep 


FURROW IN EVERY COTTON ROW, 


This furrow should be the first made 
towards the oat crop, whether the land 
is broken up previous to sowing or not. 
By it the packed soil of the old cotton 
bed is to a great extent disintegrated, 
and you get rid of the old stalks which 
dull and gap your harvest blades, caus- 
ing much loss of time in whetting and 
repairing, when you are paying your 
reapers high harvest prices; besides 
your oats are badly cut—as many are 
cleared down before the cradle and lost 
as are saved. This is poor economy in 
vat saving. I laid broadcast fifteen 
vushels of cotton seed, or about | 000 
pounds of horse lot manure per acre; 
this is when you sow a field of cata— 
if you sow only a patch, use more— 
much more; the smaller the patch 
the more mennure per acre if you wish 
to have plenty of oats. 
In the next place, I] sow 14 bushels to 
the acre. I du this because I think I 
feed my land just enough to bear that 
much. If I were to feed manure more 
liberally, and if the ground is quite 
rich, I do not hesitate to go as hivh as 
2 tu 24 bushels per acre; and in fact on 
richer spots, especially bottoms, where 
soil has washed frum the hilis, Il always 
put my seed down more liberally. 

Another thing I would especiaily 
urge upon the attention of my brother 
farmers, is the kind of oats to sow; 
sow only the Yellow Rust Proof oat, 
and fortunately these are easily ob- 
tained and admirably suited to our soil 
and climate. 


NEVER BUY THE PENNSYLVANIA 


or other northern oat for seed. Weal! 
remem ber what disastrous failures were 
made some years ago from sowing 
northern and other foreign oats—rust, 
rust, ruet—even the celebrated Nor- 
way oat proving a shameful 
jailure, ansuited to our latitude, 
and has been entirely abandoned. But 
I have never known the rust proof cat 
when well put it,even without ma- 
nure, to make even a partial failure. 
They always pay unless the prepara- 
tion and planting is so slovenly as to 
make success imposiible. I plow in 
with agood six inch turn plow, and 
tnis laoin spite of all argument and 
philosophy to the contrary, plow deep 
and ciose, filling up each preceding fur- 
row so completely that the furrows can 
not be seen atall.

[t makes the vais come up better;grow 
vetter, stand a freeze better, and etand 
a drought better, and will increase a 
crop of oats whether manured or not, 
at least ten per cent, and besides this 
it leaves the land in such a fix that the 
oats can be saved much cleaner, which 
'amounts itself to several per cent as 
‘com pared with the waste on rough land. 

I never make such overwhelming 
oats crops as lread of. Ido not pre- 
pare and fertilize for such. Jil say this 
much, however, that my Oat crop 
this year avereged thircy bushels to 
the acre—last year not quite so much 
—but the vear before frvy-tive. 

I sow from thirty to fifty acres each 
year, according as my stock of horse 
food dictates, selecting the field more 
with reference to convenience jor pas- 
turage and water for stock. This year 
I think I shall sow only twenty acres, 
but shall manure more highiv and tay 
to get on what they call the intensive 
aystem, for lam sure you can hardly 
manure oats Lod highly.

He was deprived of the goods iu his possession 
and bis house near Decatur was searched 
Here a whole load of stolen goods was discov- 
ered, tre house being full of the booty which 
this black bandit bad rakedin. Meny of these 
articles were at once claimed \)y Mr Martin,who 
resides Cn. McDonough street, whose residence 
had been robbed some nights before by the 
captured burglar. There is atill a large silver 
watch at the station house! which was taken 
from him that is as yet claimied by noouwe. It 
turns out that this negro has quite

dark type and he has probably raised as much 
devilment in Georgia since the war as any other 
individual. Patrolman Goodson identified him 
at the time of his capture as one Jim Brassel, 
whose proper name is Ned Gawisby, he having 
belonged to a rich farmer of that uame in Jas- 
per county. 

He seems to be a born despdrado and with all 
his villainy he mixesa rare ‘a'utleness which 
has beep of great use to him im evading the jus 
tiee of the Jand. The history of bis crimes wiil

It appears thatin 1865 be killed a man in

The penitentiary was then iu a rather loose 
condition, and after serving #* few months of 
his sentence, our hero escep, ] aud started out 
on afresh career. He again yot inte trouble in 
Dooly county about two years'later ‘by shooting 
a white man, It was not known that he had 
already been sentenced for life, and he Was 
again tried and sentenced td the penicentiary 
for twenty years. He begai to work out this 
sentence jiike a mano, but evon tiring of it he 
again escaped to commence a more reckless and 
independent life. He could not restrain his 
fierce spirit, it seems, and ndxt raiseda little 
mischiefin DeKaib county, where he broke into 
a house. He was caught and ‘tried and

FERNANDINA’S FEVER. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH COL, J. N 
WHITNER, 


The Causes Thal Led to the Plague 
—A Light Mortality—The Condition 
of the People and Their Wants— 
Eleven Handred Cases to Date. 


Yesterday morning Col. J. N. Whit- 
ner, brother of Col. J. C. Whitner, of our city, 
arrived here from Florida. He left Fernandina 
sume days ago, but was in that fated city during 
the fury of the scourge. A reporterof THE CON- 
STITUTION called upon him at the Markham 
House and had a conversation with him con- 
cerning the state of affairs in Fernandina. 

The city has a population of between 1,600 
and 2,000 persons, probibly the larger portion 
being colored persons Many of the latier earn 
their livelihood by the ipdustries of the piace 
and by labor upon the wharves, in stevedore 
gangs, loading and unloading vesseis, of whith 
a large number are engaged in foreign trade 
from and to that port. 


ITS FIRST VISITATION. 


Heretofure Fernandina has been a remarkably 
healtny city, and since its foundation, has nev- 
er before been visited by a yellow fever scourge. 
The causes for this fatal epidemic may be prop 
erly traced tothe uucleanly condition of the 
southwestern portion of the city. Where the 
disease first appeared the neixhborhoods were 
in so filthy a condition as tosustaima very pu- 
trid atmosphere, mostinviting to the disease 
This coudition was due to the fact that the pres- 
ent municipal authorities, when they assumed 
the care of the city, found its treasury impover- 
whedj and debt accumulated to a heavy 
amount, and in their desire to economize: in 
city expenditures the drainage of the city and 
sanitary reguiatious geperaily were neg! vted. 
The usual result of such foolish, if not criminal 
ni gligence in the name of economy, foilowed 
and the city’s quariers became tbe harbors of 
this maliguant plague. 

ELEVEN HUNDRED CASES 

have been under treatment since the Cisease 
made its appearauce, which number is fully two- 
thirds of the population subject to its atiacks. 
A number of citiz2us left the city upon the in- 
timation and assurance that the sickness was 
vellow fever, but many who would have escap 

ed were delayed by a@ controversy between the 
two leadiag physicians over the true character of 
the disease. One of them contended that it was 
yel!ow fever, while the other stoully denied it, 
and it was not until Dr. McFarland, the em)- 
nent physician from Savannah, exhumed the 
body of a deceased person and made an autopsy, 
by reason of wrich it w-s fully established as a 
cise of yellow fever, that the true condition of 
affairs was realiz:d. 

The disease made rapid progress, but was sin- 
gniariy mild in etfects though protracted in its 
operations upon the systems of those attack: d 

Out of the eleven hundred cases, only about 
fifty deaths have been reported, Which is a 
fatality of 

LESS THAN FIVE PER CEN 
of the number seized with the sickness, This is 
avery small mortaiity and shows that the 
plague has been general, but not so virulent as 
wus at first supposed. 

Nearly a!l the white people in the city subject 
to attack bave already been prostrated and the 
material upon which the disease can feed in 
that direction is nearly éxhausted, 

The ravages of the plague are now rapidly 
taking in the colored peopie, who of late years 
seem to have lost their immunity [rom this 
scourge, Among them it finds victims illy pre 
pared to fight the dread monster and asa conr- 
sequence there is reason to iear a greater mortal- 
ity among them. Trade is suspended and the 
negroes are poor and in many cases paupers, to 

he extent that even of the barest necessties 0] 
life. 
THE NEED OF RELIEF, 

When the scourge first appeared, Col. Whit- 
ner says the authorities and people wele pretty 
well prepared to combat lt, but now there is 
immediate need for pecuniary assistance and 
supplies, principally to relieve, In the name of 
pure humanity, the large number of destitute 
and suliering colored people. 

There is a charge made by some, though Col. 
Whitner thinks it an unecharitable one, that 
an officer since deceased we believe, distributed 
supplies to colored peopie not entitled to them 
and not resident in the city, for polluicai purpo- 
SCS. 

It is very necessary that any reliei to be sent 
to Fernandiana is needed right now and it 
hoped that our people wili vot hesitate to give a 
little trom their purses to relieve the suffering 
and keep starvation from the doors of those to 
whom Gisease has brought vot alone its own 
horrors. Wearesure thecry for help will not 
go unheeded here.
